be  suspended.  Bin  this  i.s  not  economy, 
lo  desist  from  buying  what  one  does  not 
want  may  be  praiseworthy,  but  it  is  a  poor 
substitute  for  economy.  What  the  country 
needs  is  a  reduction  in  the  army,  accom- 
panied by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
costs  of  uiainlenance.  It  wiints  a  suspension 
in  the  purchase  of  arms  and  munitions. 
And  It  wants  ihe  military  Schools  cut  down 
to  a  point  where  ihey  will  serve  the  actual 
needs  of  the  army,  and  nothing  more,  In 
this  last  item,  there  seems  to  be  an  increase 
in  ex-penditure,  not  a  reduction.  For  aii 
army  nominally  28,000  strong,  but  actually 
not  exceeding  20,000  men,  the  country  is 
maintaining  three  military  schools,  which 
will  be  attended  next  year  by  1,965  ollicers 
and  cadets,  or  about  seven  limes  the  num- 
ber educated  at  the  one  military  school  in 
the  United  Slates.  Tliis  is  a  gross  abuse. 
There  is  no  possible  employment  lor  so 
many  olficers.  One  school  of  200  to  250 
stiidenis  would  fill  every  requirement.  In 
addition  to  this  the  country  supports  an- 
other military  college,  and  some  two  or 
three  subaltern's  scIiodIs.  Il  there  is  to  be 
any  genuine  economy,  all  these  unnecessary 
institutions  must  be  closed  up. 


.By.  a  decree  of  yesterday's  date  and  pub- 
lished this  morning,  the  executive  provides 
for  the  redemption  of  the  currency  in  con- 
fortnily  with  ihe  provisions  of  law  No.  427 
of,the,9th  inst.

pl«se»-in  the  budget;  (5)  two-thirds  of  the 
pKSdqctof  the  lease  of  the  stale  railways 
whilp  exchange  is  below  18  pence,  and  one- 
thifd  while  exchange  is  above  18  pence. 
With  tjiese  recourses  the  minister  of  finance 
■wi^redeem  10  per  cent  of  the  currency  cir- 
■fcujyjipn  in  1897,  15  per  cent  in  1898,  20 
■peflcent.in  1899,  25  percent  in  1900,  lintil 
conivertibitity  can  be  maintained.  The 
su,ihS  destined  to  the  purposes  ol  redemp- 
tiM,  ..but  not  applied,  shall  be  converted 
intpi  gold  and  deposited  in  the  treasury  as  a 
|WCi)piaHent  conversion  fund.  To  increase 
or''*ite»gw  this  fund,  import  duties  may  be 
cqU^ttied  in  gold  when  exchange  rises  above 
iSfciipeiliCe, 


Among  the  concessions  which  the  govern- 
ment should  grant  to  the  company  leasing 
the  Central  railway  is  that  of  improving  the 
water  front  of  the  Gamboa  station,  erect- 
ing storehouses  on  the   reclaimed   land  and 
shipping  colK'e  direct  from  its  own  wharves. 
Such  a    concession    would  not   only  be  of 
great  vnlue    lo  the  railway  company,  but  ii 
would    be    of  incalculable    benefit    to    the 
cotTee  trade.     At   present,  coffee  is  brought 
down    to  this    station,  then   carted   to    the 
commissario  s   deposits,    then    to  the   ensac- 
cadors  deposits  for  blending  and   packing, 
and  tlien  to  tlie    D,  Pedro    docks    for  ship- 
ment.    All    these    transfers   involve    much 
expense,  nuicli  waste  through  leakiige,  acci- 
dents, etc.,  and    no  slight    loss  from    ihcft. 
Tiiey  imply  a  loss  bolli  to  the  planter  and  to 
the  foreign  buyer,  and  they  compel  tlie em- 
ployment of  many  hands,  which  are  not  at 
all  necessary    in    the  economical   handling 
of  the  product.    To  cut  down  these  avoid- 
able expendiiurcs    would    be  of  advantage 
to  everybody,  except    the   intermediate  lab- 
orers  whose    services     will   no   longer    be 
required,   to  the  gleaners  who   pick  up  the 
waste  grains  about  the  storehouses  and 
the  thieves  who  find  abundant  opportunities 
for  theft  in  these  frequent   transfers.     If  the 
railway  company    were  permitted    to  store 
and  ship  the  cofilee  at    the  Gambiia  .station, 
it  could  build  and  lease  the  necessary  store- 
houses to  the  conimissarios  and  ensaecadores, 
and  the  trade  could  be  concentrated  in  one 
place  without  the  necessity   and  expense  of 
transportalif)n  through    die  streets.     There 
would  be  much    less  waste,  and  ihe    loss  by 
theft    would   be   reduced   to    a    minimum. 
Still  furiiier,   by  running  out  suitable  piers, 
provided  with  light  railways,    vessels  would 
be  able  to    receive    cargo   alongside,  with  a 
great  saving  of  time  and    expense.     As  for 
ilie  D.  Pedro  docks,  they  can    be  turned  to 
some  other  use.     The  need   of  economising 
time  and  expense  in  tlie  coffee  trade  is  urg- 
ent, and  the  government  should  use  every 
effort   to   satisfy  it.     A  good   busine.ss-like 
administration  of  the  Central  railway  will  be 
of  gr.eat  benefit  to  the  trade,  but  it  will  fall 
far  short   of    its  needs   until   permission  is 
given  to  store,  blend  and  ship  the    product 
at  the  Gamboa  station  itself

This  morning  was  published  the  executive 
decree  regulating  the  lease  of  the  state  rail- 
ways in  accordance  witii  law  No.  427  of 
the  9th  inst.  The  call  for  tenders,  how- 
ever, has  not  yet  appeared.  By  the  terms 
of  this  decree  the  lease  will  be  for  60  years, 
but  it  is  not  slated  whether  the  roads  may 
be  leased  separately  or  not.  The  price  wilt 
consist  of  a  single  payment  of /'5, 000,000, 
at  the  time  of  signing  the  contract,  and 
annual  instalments  thereafter  to  complete 
the  total,  together  with  zo  per  cent  of  the 
exce.ss  over  12  per  cent  a  year  on  the  capital. 
Each  propo.sal  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  that.^  50,000  had  been  deposited 
at  some  place  desiL,'nated  by  the  government, 
which  deposit  will  be  forfeited  in  case  of 
failure  to  sign  the  contract.  This  contract 
must  be  signed  within  ■^q  days  of  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  acceplance  of  the  pro- 
posal. The  expense  of  fiscalizaiion  must 
be  borne  by  the  lessee,  who  must  pay 
ioo,ooo§  a  j'car  for  that  purpose.
